CIVIL SERVANTS REBADGED:  NASA Headquarters has directed that all NASA Civil Servants be re-badged with the new, “One NASA” 
identification badge.    In compliance with the requirements for more positive identification of federal employees contained in Federal 
Information Processing Standards (FIPS) Pub 201, employees will be required to show two forms of identification before the new badge may be 
issued.  A current NASA badge will suffice for one form of identification and the other may be nearly any form of government issued  
identification, such as a driver’s license, military ID card, Social Security card or Passport.  The complete List of Acceptable Documents supporting 
identification may be found on Page 3, http://www.clt.cornell.edu/campus/sds/i-9.pdf.   A copy of this list is also available at  Pass and 
Identification Station (PIDS) 1 (Gate 1 Badging Station),  PIDS 3 (near US1 on State Route 405), and at the Visitor Record Center, Headquarters, 
Room 1470.  Because of the identity verification process and the computer data entry at the time of re-badging, we estimate the entire 
“One NASA” identification badge process will take at least fifteen minutes.  At least initially, re-badging services will be available only at the 
Visitor Record Center, Headquarters, Room 1470 between 8:00 am and 3:00 pm on weekdays.  The new “One NASA” badge does not have area 
authorization numbers on the back, so we will also issue a new Area Permit, with existing area access numbers, when we issue the new “One 
NASA” badge.   Re-badging will begin on September 19.  In an effort to reduce delay time for re-badging, appointments are available by calling 
867-7763.  Walk-ins are accepted but personnel with appointments will be served first.  Deadline for obtaining the new, “One NASA” badge is 
January 31, 2006.  Contractor employees will be re-badged with the “One NASA” badge after the first of the year.  (TA-G)

Screening Recommendations: According to the National Osteoporosis Foundation, all men and woman 65 years or older should be screened.  All 
postmenopausal women younger than 65 presenting with fractures, all postmenopausal women younger than age 65 with one or more risk factors 
for osteoporosis, and women on hormone replacement therapy for prolonged periods are also recommended to get a bone density screening.  In 
addition to women, men younger than 65 should get a bone density screening if presenting with fractures from little trauma, or have other signifi-
cant risk factors for osteoporosis.
